ED OBERMEYER 


Located on the west side of Oahu, Yokahama Bay 
is much more peaceful than the heavily surfed north 
and south shores of Hawaii. In this area | stayed ina 
beautiful apartment on the very tip of the point at 
Makaha. 

The best thing about staying in Makaha was that it 
was only a couple of miles from Yokahama Bay at 
Kaena Point State Park. Kaena Point, “Wildman Jim 
Neese’s” playground, is directly fo the north of 
Yokahama, with Makaha to the south. While the 
crowd on the North shore is fighting for position on 
every wave, Yokahama remains virtually uncrowded. 
The break dumps huge mountains of perfect lefts on 
the beach. It is known as the “summer pipeline” and 
seems to break best on south swells in spring. If the 
trade winds are running side shore on the north 
shore, it’s a good bet, Yokes is jamming! 

Before you venture to the West Coast of Oahu, be 
prepared for the locals. Most of the ones | met were 
quite friendly, however, the West Side does have a 
reputation for aggressive hostility towards white 
outsiders. Play it cool and show respect for the locals 
and their customs. If they cut you off, don’t get upset 
or yell. Shrug it offi If you hassle them, you will just be 
giving them a reason fo “break your face.” Remem- 
ber, Yokes is a very local place. You will be one of the 
only “haoles” out there. 

The waves at Yokahama Bay are so consistent 
and tubular that one need not fight over them. There 
is always another set. The most crowded day I saw in 
April was when six people were out. Most all of the 
locals were at Makaha. 

Yokahama is an ideal place to take photos 
because the break is so close to the beach. A 
250mm zoom lens is more than enough to get right 
in there. The outside sets are at most 30-50 yards from 
the beach. However, getting through the shore 
break is extremely challenging at times, and you will 
often get a taste of the many varieties of rock 
sandwich available at the bottom of every wave, so 
bring band-aids and gauze and prepare to shred 
some primo surf,
